RECENT OPHIOM OF COURT 


OWNER OF LAND OWNS TREES 


ON ROAD ORDERED OPENED. 


If Supervisor Cuts the Trees Down 


to Open Road the Wood Belongs 


to Owner of.Land. 


Marion 1<". Peters ami Su]>cr\ isors of 


Huutiujiton township s^rectl upon a 
case stated recently, in \\hicli Judge] 
Swope filed followini: opinion last 
week. 


Following case stated is presented 


for the opinion of the Court in the na- 
ture of a special verdict: 


"A public road was ordered to be 


laid out through the lands of theplaiu- 
tifi by the Court of Quarter Sessions 
of Adams county and the plaintiff re- 
leased to the County of Adams all her 
damages from the opening of the said 
road. 


"There was growing upon the said 


road at the time it was ordered to be 
laid out. on the land of the plaintiff, 
two large chestnut trees, which it was 
necessary to remove in order to open 
the road and the plaintiff notified the 
defendant to open the road. 


'•The defendant notified the plaintiff 


to cut down the said trees and remove 
them from the road bed and this the 
plaintiff refused to do. 


"The defendant employed men who 


cut down the trees, cut them up, took 
them away and sold the wood. 


"The trees made about ten cords of j 


wood and this wood was worth 57.50. 


"After the said trees were cut down 


and made into cord wood the plaintiff 
removed the wood from the road and 
put it upon her land. 


"The relevancy of the following fact 


is to be passed upon by the Court. 
The plain tiff denying and the defend- 
ant affirming its rele\aucy. 


"The defendant was compelled to 


pay the sum of $-5.00 and to give the 
wood which the said trees made in 
order to have them removed from the 
said road. 


"If the Court be of the opinion that 


the plaintlfl is entitled to be paid the 
value of the said wood then judgment 
to be entered for the plaintiff for the 
sum of 87.50 but if not then judgment 
be entered for the defendant. The 
costs to follow the judgment, and 
either party reserving the right to sue 
out a writ of appeal to the Superior 
Court." 


This case stated, we think, presents 


but one question : Who was the 
owner of the two trees growing on the 
newly ordained public highway ? 


It was the duty of the supervisors 


to open this road, and the plaintiff 
could disregard the notice of the de- 
fendants to cut her tree down and 
remove them from the road bed, with- 
out prejudicing her right to the timber 
after it was cut down, if the trees so 
growing upon the road bed were the 
property of the plaintiff. 


The cutting of these trees into cord 


wood was the voluntary act of the 
defendants, and cannot be allowed to 
prejudice the rights of the plaintiff—- 
neither should the fact that she at 
tempted to appropriate the wood to her 
•wn use. 


The release of the plaintiff for al 


damages, was a release for damages 
for the cutting of her trees, but not 
relinquishrnent of her right to the 
wood when the trees were cut down. 


The weight of authority we think, is 


with the plaintiff in this contention- 


No principle is more familiar or bet 


ter settled, than that the right to tin 
•oil of a highway resides in the pro- 
prietor of the land over which it ha; 
been laid.

OFFICERS FOR YEAR ELECTED 


AT ARENDTSVILLE MEETING 


Apple Trees, Value of Farms, Short 


Hay Crop and Seed Potatoes 


Discussed. 


The Adams County Agricultural 


Association held its auuual meeting at 
!YrendtBville on Saturday afternoon 
March 18th. 1905 at which time the 
following oflicers were elected for the 
eusuiugyear. 


President H. M. Keller, Vice Presi-

1st Topic. "When to Plant Apple 


Trees, and What Varieties," A. J. 
Weiduer would plant earl3" iu fall of 
year, roots would callis over and 
ground would settle firm around roots 
so they would be ready to start to grow 
in spring as soon as weather gets 
warm. Ifleittill Spring planting is 
oiten delayed on aceouut of other 
work pressing, and rains may come 
and wet the ground and still further 
delay the planting. Trees planted late 
will not start as vigorously and make 
the growth that they will do if they 
are planted early and ready to make 
the start as soon as the warm davs cf 
spring come. Varieties to be planted 
would be the York Imperial largely. 
JS"o other variety has given as good a 
profit in Adams county as this. 
Jt is 


a commercial apple. 
The Stamen 


Wine Sap is highly recommended for 
this section, but has only been grown 
in an experimental way. The Senate 
is also highly recommended as a suit- 
able apple for Adams County.

T. A. Fisher thought there 
had been no increase, while J. F. 
Bushey cited the following instance to 
the contrary: §8000 had been paid for 
a farm a number of years ago, since 
then 1-2000 worth of timber had been 
sold o-r and farm had depreciated in 
fertility, fences, etc., fully $1000, and 
vet this farm was resold the past year 
f jr $7500. Farms adjacent to or near 
railroads bring more than they die 
years ago, but farms far away from 
railroa.is will not sell as well and have 
not increased in value.
